WHETHER and to what extent partial disarmament by nations, 
who when the process will have become completed will remain 
relatively in the original position militarily one to the other, is going 
t> lead to a peaceful solution of international disagreements, is, at 


least, problematical. But, on the other hand, the multiplication of 
armaments must inevitably tend to war. Thus if may be accepted 


that disarmament, however partial, is a step in the direction of 
Peace. Perhaps of even more value is the fact that it is generally 


s0 believed to be, because that belief must influence the minds and. 


hearts of the nations in a peaceful direction. There is, therefore, 


ample ground for indulging in the hope that the coming Conference | 


between the five Great Powers with a view to arriving at a mutual 
agreement to limit the Naval equipment of each of them, may be 
fraught with comp‘ete success, and that in accordance with the 
special Prayer ordered to be said by the Cater Rapei or THE 
‘Britisa Empire, the blessing of the Almighty may rest on the 
proceedings. About one thing in connection with disarmament we 
may be sure. [t will ultimately effect considerable economies for the 
nations whom it will affect. And this must mean a lifiing of the load 
of taxation, which in the long run is bound to press heaviest upon 
the poor, and a lifting in consequence of the constant burden upon 
them beneath which they have to fight the battle of life. The 
meeting of the Conferanca is an undeniable indication that the 
world is striving for Peace and is determined to avoid War. That 
must prove a source of gratification to all who desire the 
betterment of humanity and the progress of civilisation. 


Palestine “Impressions.” 


Ly our view Mr. Harry SNELL, M.P., would have been well-advised 
to have deferred awhile the revealing of the impressions he gained 
from his recent sojourn in Palestine. For he did not go there as a mere 
traveller from whom tales are expected. He went in more or less a 
| Judicial capacity to enquire into a certain state of affairs that had— 
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arisen and to report upon the causes of it, together with 
recommendations for preventing its recurrence. And it seems to 
us that he should have discharged his portion of that duty, in the 
issuance to the public of any statement which the Commission of 
Inquiry is now engaged in preparing, before giving his personal 
Views, as he did to the South London Ethical Society on Sunday 
evening. In what he said to that body he clea“ly anticipated the 
gist of his impending report, which it were surely more in the 
public interest should be published in the usual way rather than in 
the very informal manner he has chosen. In the circumstances— 
although it is not difficult to gather the conclusions to which this 
member of the Commission has arrived regarding the terrible 
massacre of Jews by Arabs in Palestine last August—we prefer to 
see the Commission's report as a whole before offering any comment 
upon Mr. SNELL's views, as he propounded them in the address to 
Which we allude. If those views be found to concur with those of 
other members of the Commission, they will evidently accord with 
the findings we anticipated would be made by it when it was 
appointed, We think it the more necessary to abstain from com- 
ment now because, judging them from what Mr. SNELL has said, 
they seem to have been formed on a very partial, if not biassed, 
outlook upon the Palestine situation. 


Shechita. 


It is good news that the report upon the trials to which the 
Weinberg aparatus has been submitted, is likely to be made public 
now shortly. We have no wish to anticipate the findings of the 
Hobday Committee, but would express the hope that they may 
be favourable so that one of the chief objections—indeed the 
only valid one—to the Jewish method of slaughtering anima's for 
food, may be removed once and for always. But the Community is 
now confronted with another difficulty in connection with Shechita. 
A Billis about to come before Parliament making it compulsory that 
in the slaying of certain animals for human consumption, the 
method known a; the Humane Killer shall be used. Whether the 


- apparatus-is justifiably named, we need not stay to inquire. We 


know, however, that its use by Jews would be au abrogation of the 


laws of Shechita, and in fact would render any meat so derived, - 


trefah. A like provision was inserted in a Scottish Bill, which 
has now become law, but the Act contains an exemption clause in 
“slaughtered for the food of Jews by a Jew 
duly licensed for the purpose by the CHIEF asst” and it is pro- 

posed to obtain the inclusion of in identical clause in the 
impending Bill. To this, strenuous objection is taken by certain 
sections of the Community which do not recognise the Calier Rawn 
as their spiritual head... They contend that the effect must be to 
create for the Cuter RABBI a “monopoly” in the licensing of 
Shochelim, a function which, itis further claimed, is inherent in any 
Rabb:. They suggest as an alternative that the exemption shall be 
granted to any Shochet who is “ certified by the President of the 
Board of Deputies as holding a licence of the Rabbi of a Congrega- 
tion represented at the Board of Daputies.’ This it is frankly 
admitted is a “ compromise,” and the question is whether from the 
point of vieweof those who urge it ths alternative is any improve- 
ment upon the original proposal. Because if will at once be 
seen that any Rabbi whose Congregation for any reason is not 
represented at the Deputies is robbed of the privilege, said to be 
inherent in a Rabbi, of granting Kabbalah. We cannot see, besides, 
how representation at the Deputies gives any assurance of efficiency 
on the part of the local Shochet, for no such question arises 
when a Congregation seeks representation. More important, how- 
ever, there is no guarantee that the Rabbi of a Congregation that 
is represented at the Deputies is on that account himself 
reliable for the purpose in view; and recent revelations have 
shown not only that there are Rabbis and Rabbis, but that there 
are certainly some who disport themselves with the title who 
ave “no Rabbis.” To confer the power of licensing Shochetim, under 
an Act of Perliament. haphazard on anyone who cares to assume 
the designation of Rabbi—a denomination which in itself is wide 
and undetermined—such a man may be almost of any vocation— 
were indeed unwise and assuredly could not be in the interests of 
Kashrut. Itis far better that the licence should be in the hands 
of some unquestionable authority such as the CHIEF RABBINATE, 
All talk in this connection about “monopoly” is mere rhetoric at 
best, and is indulged in for personal motives—sometimes, if may 
as Well be known, from motives of material gain—at worst.

Law in Palestine. 
JUSTICE GAD FRUMKIN’S LECTURE. 

AT the Architec:ure Theatre at the University College, London, on 
Wednesday evening, Mr. Justico Gad Frumkin delivered a lecture 
on “The Law of Palestire, Past and Present.” Professor J. E. G. 
de Montmorency (Dean of the Faculty of Laws) was in the chair. 

lu the course of his lecture, Mr. FRUMKIN said that Palestine’s most 
notable feature was its diversity, a diversity that reached its height 
perhaps, in religion and language. There was a large proportion of 
illiteracy among the native population—and—a University, Law Classes, 
learned Societies, etc. The law system was almost equally diverse. 
In pre-war Turkish Palestine there was no code of law specially 
devised to mect the needs of the country. Constantinople law 
served every part of the Tarkish Empire. In 1917 the British 
Administration founl in Palestine a legal system consisting 
mainly of French law, a great deal of Mos'em law, Ottoman law, 
and so far as Personal Status was concerned, also parts of 
Jewish law, Greek Ecclesiastical law and Canon law. After the 
Promulgation of the Palestine Order in Council (1922) the Government of 
Palestine assumed a sottled and internationally defined status. The 


Order iu Council, tho lec!ucer said, formed the constitutional basis of 


Palestine an.l provided for its legislature. The power to legislate at 
present rested with the High Commissioner, subject to the Mandate and 
the approval of a Principal Secretary of State. 

Ja conclusion, Mr. FRUMKIN said that Palestine had not always bad 
to borrow its law from other countries. Palestine once created Jaw for 
the whole world. The English Legal code, he said, was still permeated 
by the Liw of Moses, The Ten Commandments contained in the briefest 
way. many of the most important priaciples of all law. And now Pales 
tine was benefiting from Great Britain's Law. Tais was repetition of 
history in the inverse direction. 3

The Late Mr. Jean Fischer. 


ZIONIST MEMORIAL GATHERING. 


A memorial gathering in honour of the late Mr. Jean Fischer, Presi- 
dent of the Belgian Zionist Federation and for many years a member of 
the General Council of the Zionist Organisation, was held on Wednesday 
in the Conference room of the Zionist Organisation. Dr. Weizmann and 
Dr. Feiwel delivered addresses and a large number of prominent Zionists 
were present. “ 

Dr, WEIZMANN said that it was extremely difficult for him to speak 
about Jean Fischer. They were in frequent contact with each other, and 
he (Dr. Weizmann) was to bave seen him about fonr weeks ago when 
suddenly a telegram arrived that he was no more. Jcan Fischer repre- 
sented an heroic epoch in the Zionist Movement, and all who knew any- 
thing about Zionist affairs, also knew that he was one of the most trusted 
co-workers of Theodor Herz}, and that he shared his dreams, aspirations 
and hopes. Frequently Jean Fischer remained in a small minority at 
Zionist Congresses. But everybody felt, although they might not have 
shared all his views, that he was a man whose sincerity, whose devotion 
to the cause, and whose readiness to make sacrifices were practically 
unlimited. Heenjoyed the respect and affection of both his friends and 
opponents. Very often, he himself and Jean Fischer stood on different 
sides of the fence, but it was a O°OW ow apna. and was always 


accompanied by a deep mutual respect and confidence. He participated 
in the actual upbuilding of Palestine by investing his money in that 
country and by gradually linking up his life with Palestine. Dr. Weizmann, 
speaking of Jean Fischer's work for the Community in Belgium, said 
tha* he had had the capacity to organise practically the whole Com- 
munity in Antwerp and to make it a stronghold of Zionism. It was 
difficult to do the samethiog in Brussels. For years Brussels lived under 
a tradition of indifference to Zionist ideals and aspirations. Therefore, 
Fischer had, there, to fight a lone battle, but he was undaunted, 
and even in the Brussels Community he gained a place second 
to none. He was [a jgreat Jew, a man of sterling character, and 
a great protagonist of his ideas which were clean, upright and 
courageous. They mourned his loss and expressed their deepest sympathy 
with the family and the Community. 

Dr. FEIWEL said that it had: been his sad duty’ on behalf of the 
Executive and the Jewish Colonial Trust to attend Jean Fischer's 
funeral. A day or two before his death the deceased had expressed the 
wish that no speeches should be made and no addresses delivered during 
or after his funeral. And so, hundreds upon hundreds of mourners, 
respecting his last wish, in deep jsilencs filed past his coffia which was 
covered with the Zionist blue and white flag—ia its simplicity a most 
impressive and dignified demonstration. On the morning of his last day, 
he had the representative leaders of Belgian Zionism sammoned to his 
home, and in a calm and composed way and in simple language made 
them promise him that even without him they would continue to work 
for the Zionist cause with the same devotion as they had done under his 
leadership. A few hours later he asked his daughter to play to him his 
favourite pieces of music by Bach, Baethoven, Schubert and Chopin, to 
which he listened while he was in almost intolerable pain. Shortly 
afterwards, calmly and peacefully, he passed away. To those of them 


‘who were his friends or co-workers it was comfort and consolation 


to know that he not only knew how to live but also how to die.

A fine teacher, he was thoroughly modern in his educational principles 
and methods. And he combined the scientific spirit with the religious 
in a harmony unique in my experience. But my chief sense of loss is 
more personal, and the words which recur m93t insistently whenever I 
think of him are: “He was my friend, faithful and just to me,” 
while all of us who knew him can say: “This was a man ; take 
him for allin all.

Jean Fischer repre- 
sented an heroic epoch in the Zionist Movement, and all who knew asy- 
thing about Zionist affairs, also knew that he was one of the most trusted 
co-workers of Theodor Herz!, and that he shared his dteams, aspirations 
and hopes. Frequently Jean Fischer remained in a small minority at 
Zionist Congresses. But everybody felt, although they might not have 
shared all his views, that he was a man whose sincerity, whose devotion 
td the cause, and whose readiness to make sacrifices were practically 
unlimited. He enjoyed the respect and affection of both his friends and 
opponents. Very often, he himself and Jean Fischer stood on different 
sides of the fence, but it was a O°O@ ow> mpyona. and was always 


accompanied by a deep mutual respect and confidence. He participated 
in the actual upbuilding of Palestine by investing his money in that 
country and by gradually linking up bis life with Palestine. Dr. Weizmann, 
speaking of Jean Fischer's work for the Community in Belgium, said 
tha’ he had had the capacity to organise practically the whole Com- 
munity in Antwerp and to make it a stronghold of Zionism. It was 
difficult to do the samething in Brussels. For years Brussels lived under 
a tradition of indifference to Zionist ideals and aspirations. Therefore, 
Fischer had, there, to fight a lone battle, but he was undaunted, 
and even in the Brussels Community he gained a place —. 
to none. He was fa jgreat Jew, a man of sterling character, &nd 
a great protagonist of his ideas which were clean, upright and 
courageous. They mourned his loss and expressed their deepest sympathy 
with the family and the Community. 

Dr. FEIWEL said that it had: been his sad duty’ on behalf of the 
Executive and the Jewish Colonial Trust to attend Jean Fischer's 
funeral. A day or two before his death the deceased had expressed the 
wish that no speeches should be made and no addresses delivered during 
or after his funeral. And so, hundreds upon hundreds of mourners, 
respectiog his last wish, in deep |silencs filed past his coffia which was 
covered with the Zionist blue and white flag—iao its simplicity a most 
impressive and dignified demonstration. On the morning of his last fay, 
he had the representative leaders of Belgian Zionism sammonéd to his 
home, and in a calm and composed way and in simple language made 
them promise him that even without him they would continue to work 
for the Zionist cause with the same devotion as they had done under his 
leadership. A few hours later he asked his daughter to play to him his 
favourite pieces of music by Bach, Beethoven, Schubert and Chopin, to 


ewhich .he listened while he was in almost intolerable pain. Shortly 


afterwards, calmly and peacefully, he passed away. To those of them 
‘who were his friends or co-workers it was comfort and consolation 
to know that he not only know how to live but also how to die. 


THe Late RaBBi Dr. SCHONFELD.

It seems fitting that as the colleague of this great man in the chief enter- 


' prise of his later years, I should seek the hospitality of your columns in 


order that to the appreciations of others should ba added my own. 
Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld was remarkable, not only for his learning, but also 
for his ability to impart both it and his own enthusiasm for it to others. 
A fine teacher, he was thoroughly modern in his educational principles 


and methods. And he combined the scientific spirit with the religious 


in a harmony unique in my experience. But my chief sense of loss is 
more personal, and the words which recur mo3t insistently whenever I 
think of him are: “He was my friend, faithful and just to me,” 
while all of us who knew him can say: “This was a man ; take 
him for all in all. We shall not look upon his liks again.” I 
have received many ifquiries as to whether the School will be carried 
on—and, if so, how. The School will certainly bo carried on—its 
numbers are increasing rapidly, and its normal work was resumed this 
week. When references to their late Principal were made at prayers, 
the boys were sincerely touched and pledged themselves to do their best 
to make the Schoo! a worthy memorial to him.

spirit and metl.od unchanged, and will soon, I believe, be undeniably and

Position on the Whole Satisfactory. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held 
on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel, Paddington. Mr. LEONARD G. 
MONTEFIORE, O.B.E., the President, was in the Chair. There also were 
present :

The CHAIRMAN moved a vote of condolence with Mr. Lionel Lowy 
upon the loss of his daughter, and with the family of the late Mr. 
Coleman P. Hyman, J.P, Mr. Montefiore congratulated Sir Leonard 
Cohen, on behalf of the Council, upon the recent honour which had been 
conferred upon him. The Victorian Order, he said, was one that was ngt 
lavishly given. It was a very high distinction, and they might be proud 
of the fact that the choice of His Majesty's Government had fallen upon 
a member of their Community and a member of their Council. 

Sir EDWARD STERN said he had great pleasure in seconding the vote 
of congratulation to Sir Leonard. They were all aware of the very 
excellent work which he had done for the community, and he hoped that 
Sir Leonard would live for many years to enjoy the great honour which 
had been bestowed upon him. 

Sir LEONARD COHEN expressed dcep appreciation of what had boen 
said of him by Mr. Montefiore and Sir Edward Stern. He hai received 
during the last few days from those with whom he had worked, both 
within and without the Community, many kindly expressions of 
appreciatidn of the bovour which had been conferred upon him and he 
was very grateful for these many evidences of goodwill. 

Mr. LUCI®N WOLF said, in reference to the report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee, that anti-Semitic agitation on the Contingat was still causing 
anxiety. In Roumania, on the whole, the peace had been well preserved 
by the present Gfverament. Dr. Ebner, the President of the Club of 
Jewish Deputies, the other day pointed cut that the difficulty really was 
no longer with the Government, bat with public opinion and that the 
revival of anti-Semitism was very largely due to the Cuzuist agitation 
which had continued in a very energetic way and also to the economic 
crisis throngh which the country had been passing. This crisis had 
boen particularly acute during the past year because 0° the very 
courageous reforms which had been carried through by the Govern. 
ment for the stabilisation of the Lei, which had of cours? imposed a 
great’ deal of hardship upon the population. “Looking at all the 
facts before us dispassionately,” said Mr. Wolf, “I do not think 
that the situation is anything like as bad as has been mate out.” 
While in the present state of public opinion in Eastern Europe, scuffles 
and little outbreaks of violence did take place, they should not be led to 
imagine that, therefore, law and order had broken down altogether, and 
that the Jews were in a very much worse position than before. The 
Minorities Treaties, on the whole, were working well. The Joint Forcigan 
Committee had the testimony of a good many Jews of importance in 
Roumania whose impartial judgment might be depended upon, who said 
they were not at all dissatisfied with the situation. He thought, said Mr. 
Wolf, that in view of the alarming reports that had been issued they 
might like to have that statement from him which would be given to the 
Joint Foreign Committee at their next meeting. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said that Mr. Harry Lewis hai asked him to 
mention that he desired to retire from B ond. cpa of one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Association on the Deputies. Mr. Lewis had been a 
very regular attendant at the Board's meetings, but his health had not 
been too good. Their thanks were due to Mr. Lewis. Mr. Montefiore 
said that the death of Mr. Coleman P. Hyman had created a vacancy 
upon the Executive Committee and he would like to put forward the 
name of Mr. Joseph Magnus to be co-opted until his formal election 
in May next. 

The Council agreed and Mr. Magnus returned thanks. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE, dealing with the Schools in Iraq, said that the most 
satisfactory piece of news was that the Government hai opened a school 
in the Jewish quarter in Bagdad which was working most satisfactorily. 
The headmaster was in very friendly relations with the Jewish Com- 
mittee there. 

Mr. LEONARD STBIN, the newly elected Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, moved the following recommendations which were agreed to: 

That £200 be voted to the Bombay School for the first half of 1980; that Mr. 
H. E. Penkar, Mr. Meyer Nissim and Mr. E, Reuben, B.A., LL.B., be appointed 
representatives of the Council on the School Committee for 1930; and that Mr.

Mr. STEIN sald he had visited the Evelina Schools and the Council 
would be glad to know that in spite of the very anxious period through 
which Palestine was passing, the School was carrying on its normal 
routine and was in full swing. Miss Landau had told him that she did 
not know of any case of children having been molested on their way to 
school. He had discussed the schools with various members of the Depurt- 
ment and they all expressed great admiration for the work the School 
was doing and they were unanimous in saying that it would ba a disaster 
if the school ceased to exist, But most of them, at any rate, seemed to 
think that there was really a very diMfcult problem involved ia the 
question of the language of instruction and it was not quite certaia that 
even now it had been solved in a completely satisfactory manner. 

Sir LEONARD CoHEN, President of the Ica, made a statement on 
the work of the Jewish Colonisation Association. He referred to the last 
meeting of the Council held in Paris a fow weeks ago. They dealt chiefly 
With administrative matters and with the general and subsidiary budgets. 
He said that when all these budgets were totalled up, the amount of free 


resources available for any emergency was extremely limited. With 
regard to Russia, the political conditions there were giving the Oouncil a 
certain amount of anxiety. They must hop2 for the best, but at the 
moment the outlook was extremely obscure. 
SAMUEL DaIcHes: What is the pdiition of the sottlements in 
ussia ? 

Sir LEONARD: I am not ina position to give any details. I think 
the less said about it, the better at the present moment. 

Dr. Daicues: Is the Ica proceeding with its work there ? . 

Sir LEONARD: Certainly, except that in the winter we are not 
putting any new colonists on the land.

It meant the breakiog of many ties that 
were dear and sacred to mec, and it. brought home to me some serious 
reflections with regard to the lack of. organisation in the Ang'o-Jewish 
Ministry through which a Minister, after forty years’ service, must either 
cirry on in the same way and at the same pace and with the same 
strevuousness as is demanded by the conditions that obtain in East 
London, or cut the Gordian knot by briaging bis official life to a premature 
end. lathe Synagogue it often happens that a man has to carry on to 
an age when he finds the daily strain too mnch for him, when his powers 
are on the wane, when he has cu'tgrown his usefulness and has become 
a hindrance rather than a help to his congregation. And there is often a 
very human reason for most decisions. I confess I had becom: justa 
little weary of the weekly round of Darmif/zvah and wedding ceremonies 
and festive celebrations, of funeral and tombstone services, -which 
make so great a demind on a Jewish Minister's timo and strength, 
and leave him but little opportunity for bigger things. Then, ayain, 
my religious views are not exactly what they were when I started out 
on my ministry. 
some readjustment, and our synagogue services for some modification, 
if the faith of our fathers is to maintain its hold upon our children 
jo the difficult and progressive age in wh'ch we live. Ihave long had 
grave misgivings for the future of the United Synagogue if ecclesiastical 
authority persists in its ostrich-like policy ignoring the signs of the 
times and refusing to meet the exiijencies of present-day conditions. As 
a disciple of both Simeon Singer and Israel Abrahams, and brought up iu 
the same religious atmosphere as they were, I have trodden the path over 
which they led and find myself to-day very near the point at which they 
came to stand.

Viscount Erleigh, K.C., has’ returned to England from Palestine 
after his work in connection with the Government inquiry into the 
recent troubles. He had littls opportunity during his stay in 
Jerusalem to attend to matters outside the immediate cause of his visit 
to the Holy City, but along with Sic Boyd Merriman, K.C., he found 
time to take an active interest in the pictures of Rabin, who specialises 
Lord Erleigh and Sir Boyd Merriman pur- 
chased a number of Rubin’s pictures and I hear they are lending them 
for an exhibition of his work to be held at a gallery in the West End in 
the forthcoming spring. 


Sir Joseph Duveen has made many magnificent contributions to the 
art treasures of the nation, and his latest gift—the Sir Joseph Duaveen 
oom at the National Gallery—will rank in importance with anything he 
has previously done. When the Room was opened last week by Prince 
George, "His Royal Highness voiced the feelings of the distinguished 
gatheriag which attended the ceremony, when he said that Sir Joseph 
was well-known as one of England's greatest patrons of art. Fir 
Joseph himself was not present to hear Prince George's gracious tribute, 
as he is now in New York. But his brothers, Mr. Edward Duveen and 
Mr. Ernest Duveen were there, and they received many expressions cf 
thauks and congratulations from prominent people in the world of art. 


Sir Joseph's other recent benefactions are the extension of the 
National Portrait Gallery, a gallery for modern sculpture at the Tate 
Gallery, and a gallery for the better display of the Elgin Marbles at the 
British Museum. The Sir Joseph Duveen Room, as it is officially called, 


is a beautiful long gallery with three bays, and is copied from a room at. 


the Fitzwilliam Museum, Cambridge, Panels of glass have been let into 
the walls directly above the pictures, iastead of along the centre of the 
Gallery, in order to prevent the glare of the light on the works. 


_ The circumstance which induced Sir Joseph to present the Gallery to 
the nation is an interesting one. When the Prime Minister last year 
opened the Mond Room at the National Gallery which contained the 
great collection of pictures bequeathed by the late Dr. Ludwig Mond to 
the National Gallery, THE TIMES suggested that this wasa fitting oppor- 
tunity to any would-be benefactor to present to the National Gallery a 
Room to house its Italian masterpieces. Sir Joseph thereupon telegraphed 
to the Prime Minister that he would provide a room similar to the Mond 
Room, and how faithfully he has kept his promise, visitors to the National 
Gallery have now an opportunity of proving for themselves. 


A picture that is attracting much attention at the Exhibition by 


members of the Pastel Society at Prince's Galleries is “ The Orchard,” by 


Mrs. Esther Sutro. The painter is the wife of Mr. Alfred Sutro, the 
playwright and sister to the Marquis of Reading. Painting and-play- 
writing are two branches of the arts which specially appeal to Jews 
and Jewesses, and in Mr. and Mrs. Sutro they find exceptional exponents. 
Mrs. Sutro has been a well-known artist for many years, and clever as she 
is, “ The Orchard” will certainly add to her reputation. She has another 
pretty landscape study on view entitled, “ The Suburbs of Nice.” 


The Dowager Lady Swaythling and her daughter the Hon. Joyce 
Montagu, are still the guests of the Earl and Countess of Athlone, at

JewisH COOKERY. 
Seasonable Recipes. 
Sea Pie. 


Stewing steak, 1 Ib. Tomatoes, } lb. 
Potatoes, 14 Ibs. Salt, pepper, water. 
Two onions. Suet crust. 


CUT up the meat; peel and slice the potatoes, tomatoes and onions. 
Arrange in layers in a saucepan; season with salt and pepper and add 
water for gravy. Roll out the suet crust to the size of the top of the 
saucepan, and lay it on top of the meat. Cover and cook very gently for 


two hours. To serve, turn the stew on to a hot dish; cut up the crust 
into sections and place around. 


Hot Cakes for Tea. 
Self-raising flour, 8 ozs. Seediess raisins, 2 ozs. 


Butter, 2 ozs. Mitk, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Granulated sugar, 1 oz. One egg. 


ADD a pinch of salt to the flour and rab in the butter; add the sugar. 


Beat up the egg with the milk; ad@ to the other ingredients; and mix to 


a pliable dough. Knead well; roll out on a floured board and sprinkle 
over the chopped raisins. Cut into eight squares and roll them up. 
Place on a greased tin; brash over with milk and bake in a moderate 
oven for about twenty minutes. Serve hot. 


Curried ; Lentils. 


Lentils, 4 pint. Stock, 1 pint. 


Dripping, | oz. Curry powder, | tablespoonful. 
One onion. Lemon juice. 
One apple. Sait. 


SOAK the lentils over night. Melt the dripping; add the chopped 
apple and onion, and fry a golden brown. Stir in the flour and curry 
powder, and cook for another three minutes. Then gradually add the 
stock and juice of half a lemon, and stir till boiling. Add salt and pepper 
to taste. Put in the lentils and simmer very gently for two-and-a-half 
hours. Serve with a border of boiled rice. 


Cheese Pudding. 
Milk, 1 pint. 


Bread crumbs, 4 ozs. 
Grated cheese, 3 ozs. Two eggs. 
Butter, 1 oz. Salt aaa pepper. 

PouR the boiling milk on to the bread crumbs; add the butfer, 
grated cheese, salt and pepper, and mix. thoroughly. 
lightly ; add to the other ingredients. Turn into a greased fireproof dish, 
and bake in a moderate oven for about bhalf-an-hour.

No. 532.— Music.

My DeAR COUSIN. 

It was a pity you could not come up from the country on the Sunday 
afternoon recently when the Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra rendered a 
programme of music to an appreciative audience. Last year, as you 
remember, we both heard Furtwiangler lead this orchestra. I can only 
say that the enjoyment was in no wise less on this occasion. AsI sat 
and listened to Beethoven's “Leonora No. which has been termed 
‘one of the greatest things in the whole realm of music,’’ I was lifted 
out of myself and raised into a higher atmosphere for which the word 
religious would be wholly appropriate. Music thit can achieve so much 
must indeed have in it an element of the Divine. It is intelligible that 
all pictures of Heaven find a p'ace for the harmony of sound. There 
must be something in the human soul, something fine and noble which 
answers tothe call of great music. It is deep calling unto deep. 

On my way home, pondering on the refining, edifying effects of music, 
[tasked myself why music did not play a greater part in Jewish religious 
life. True, we make an effort to. introduce singing into Synagogue 
services. In London quite large sums are voted by the United Syna. 
gogues for the musical part of theservices. But, taken as a whole, what 
a poor thing is the result! It is third-rate music at best. More often than 
not. the efforts of the musicians-——mostly, of course, vocalists—break down: 
and, far from becoming a source of edification, give cause for amdsement. 

Our latter-day treatment of music as an element in religious service 
may be due to the comparatively little interest shown both in vocal and 
instrumental music by the Rabbis of the Talmud. Perhaps some -of 
them were ascetics. Perhaps others, to use Shakespeare's famous; 
words, though they “had music in themselves and were moved with the 
concord of sweet sounds,” were nevertheless hurt in their national 
susceptibilities by the destruction of the Jewish State, and as a result 
- deprived themselves deliberately of the joys music gives, in order not to 
listurb their mourning for the national calamity. Since the abolition of 
the Synhedrion, you may read in the Mishna, song (3°) has disapreared 
from marriage ceremonies. This particular attitude to music is stil 
current in the Codes though, one cannot help thinking, more honoured 
in the breach than in the observance. After all, Jews do cultivate 
music. They seem to have a special faculty not only for producing, but 
also for enjoying music, Why, then, does not music ‘play a nobler part 
in the services of the Synagogue ? ™ 

Anyone who makes a close study of the attitude of the Talmud 
towards music must honestly confess that the art is treated in a some- 
what step-motherly fashion. + Itis significant that stress is laid in the 
Talmud, doubtless as an awful warning, on the fact that musical 
instruments were found in the house of Elisha ben Abuya, the apostate. 
A well-Known proverb declared: Song in the house—destruction on the 
doorstep NOVA In the College at Sura, the famous 
\bba Arecha used to teach: “The ear that hearkens to song will be 
iopped off.” The Talmud in its own inimitable fashion tells an interesting 
‘story of how Rab Huna, who lived in Babylon in the third century, 
definitely prohibited singing of all kinds, and the result was that though 
a hundred geese were offered for a zwz, and a hundred measures of wheat 
for the same coin, there were no buyers. Youask why” The answer is 
hecause the joy of life was hemmedin. Pevple had no interest in life: 
therefore, there was no demand for commodities. A jolly mood is good 
for trade. _When Rab Huna’s successor, Rabbi Chisda, withdrew his pre. 
decessor’s prohibition and allowed music once more, demand was so 
stimulated in the market that you could not even get one goose for a zuz. 

The ancient Rabbis were apparently particularly hostile to women 
singing. It is evident from some of the Talmudic discussions that, in 
early times in Israel, men and women sang together. The custom was 
looked at askance by the authorities in Pumpaditha, and Rabbi Joseph, 
who lived in the middle of the! fourth century, was particularly averse 
from the practice, though his authority could not abolish it altogether. 
ile attempted at Jeast to hold it. in check, and.one of the Sayings 
attributed to him was: “If mensing and women join in the chorus, that 
already is light conduct ; but if women sing and men join in the chorus, 
that is like fire to straw. The first may be tolerated, the second is utterly 
prohibited,” 

[t is difficult to understand this particular attitude of some of the 
Talmud Rabbis to women vocalists. The voice of a woman, one Rabbi 
taught, stirs libidinous thoughts ("WY . An examination of 
the passage in which this arbitrary statement occurs makes it plain that on 
one occasion the wits of the Schools were vieing with each other in inter- 
preting Curious passages of the Bible. One said, a woman's leg causes 
libidinous thoughts, quoting in support the verse from Isaiah : “ Uncover 
the leg, pass through the rivers.” Another declared that a woman's hair 
had the same deleterious effect, and iu his turn quoted a verse from the 
Bible, this time from the Song of Songs: “ Thy bair is as a flock of goats.” 
A third applied the same strictures to a woman's voice, basing himself on 
yet another verse in the Song of Songs : “ For sweet is thy voice, and thy 
countenance is comely.” These interpretations of Scripture are, to say 
the least, fatuous. Yet the last dictum has become solidly embedded in 
the Codes, and is one reason why women have been prohibited from 
singing in Synagogue choirs. 

There is no denying that the Talmud contains many strange dicta of 
this kind. You will recall one passage in which the reader is seriously 
‘nformed that in respect of three matters demons are like angels, and in 
respect of three others they are like men. They are like angels in that 
they have wings, fly in the air and know the future; they are like men in 
that they eat and drink, procreate and die. No reason is given for this 
Strange piece of information. Asan example of Jewish folk lore, no one can 
Seny its interest. But would it be reasonable fo expect men and women 
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of to-day to guide their conduct in accordance with this statement? Men 
and women of to-day would only smile at the idea that demons were 
thought actually to exist. Yet with as little foundation a Talmud Rabbi 
declares that a woman's voice is the cause of libidinous thoughts, and 
forthwith we are prevented from hearing female voices at Synagogue 
services. Is it not ridiculous? The prohibition seems ridiculous and the 
cause for it more ridiculous still. Have you ever heard a woman singer 
render a Psalm set to music ? So ennobling is the effect of music that 
you forzet whether the voice is that of a male or a female; you fee! only 
that you are raised into a nobler atmosphere. Yet our reactionary 
obscurantists will point their fingers to the passage in the Talmud which 
declares that a woman’s voice is an evil thing, and will go so far as to 
refuse to worship with fellow-Jews in Synagogues where there are so-called 
“ mixed choirs.” Yet, after all, they can hardly be blamed. They are 
trained to a system which has some very weak spots. The result is 
that many Jewish Congregations are deprived of the ennobling influence 
of fine music at Divine Service. 

Rabbinic prohibition of music did not prevent the recourse to song 
on special occasions, and particularly at wedding celebrations. This 
became very popular indeed, and the Rabbis had to find refuge in acurious 
distinction. Jewish songs at wedding celebrations, they said, differed 
from the songs of other peoples in that they did not flatter individuals, or 
praise beauty in human beings, but rather they concentrated on singing 
the praises of God! 

Nor was instrumental music anknown in Jewish Communities. : In the 
17th century, in some congregations Jewish orchestras ‘won fame. So 
popular were these Jewish orchestras that often Christians invited them 
to play on special occasions. This they did, after obtaining permission 
from the local Rabbi. In one instance at any rate, in the Island of Corfu, 
the Shema was recited to the accompaniment of instrumental. music. 
Strange to relate, there are even some Rabbis who were themselves 
amateurs with one musical instrument or another. One in particular, an 
8th century Rabbiin Bohemia, played the clarionet and handed on the 
art to his. son who succeeded him in his office. 

Since instrumental music was forbidden in the Synagogue, on the 
Sabbath, principally because a. Jew playing a musical instrument would 
be doing “ work”: and since the Jewish yearning for music had to be 
satisfied, opportunity was given to the Chazan to become a true minister 
of religious music. A strange story, the historicity of which is unim.- 
peachable, will indicate how strong was the longing of -many a Jew for 
music in the Synagegue. In the 17th century, a Polish Jew who had 
amassed a fortune imitated both the clothing and the manners of the 
Polish nobility. Not content with that, he also hankered.after the 
religious music of the Polish nobility, which, of course, was church 
music. When he made his request to the Rabbis for permission to intro- 
duce into the Synag vue music used in the church, -permission was forth- 
coming. The Rabbis argued \that as the tunes were not specially made 
for church worship, therefore they were not specifically Christian. 
Accordingly, they might be introduced into the Synagogue. One of the 
authorities responsible for this flae distinction was the Polish Rabbi, 
Joel Sirkes, who died in 1640, | 

In view of the Jew’s love of music, the importance of the Chazan is 
intelligible. Even in Talmud times it was laid down that the communal 
prayer-leader should have a pleasant voice ("N23 S49). In support of the 
demand it was stated that when Moses delivered the Ten Commandments 
to the Israelites his voice was given a splendour for the occasion, and 
because of its beauty people listened gladly to him. For the purpose of 
edification, therefore, the Chazan should also have a beautiful voice. 
There is no denying that even in these days, where the Reader is blessed 
with this great gift of God, the tone of the service which he leads is raised 
thereby. When you come to think of it, the Reader is far more important 
in the congregational service than is the preacher. A beautiful tune 
lingers in the memory. The Synagogue chants we have heard in our 
youth remain with us in maturer years, and may even cross the mind as 
we lie on our death-bed. The words are of little significance. It is the 
tune that counts. Can the same be said of the words of the preacher? 
How rare is it that any preacher’s words linger in the memory. More 
often than not, the words are mere words and have no value. Weare 
glad to forget them. They are of no consequence. But Synagogue tunes 
are one of the realities of Jewish life. They have a permanent value, 
and in so far as the Reader can make true music of them, his position is 
of far more significance for Jewish life than that of the preacher. 

For the same reason Jews who care for the continuance of Judaism 
in the future, as much as they take a pride in its achievements in the 
past, should lend their support to the improvement of the musical part of 
Synagogue services. If it should be agreed that an admixture of women’s 
voices in the choir will raise the quality of music, then women’s voices 
should be allowed and tolerated. If it should be agreed that the tones of 
the organ will add to the musical quality of Synagogue tunes, that in itself 
will have to be counted a strong argument in support of the organ in the 
synagogue. In the 5ynagogue we need the grandest music obtainable. 
We need to attain to the elevation of soul which music alone can give, 
We need to cultivate the harmony of sound, in order to achieve the 
harmony of soul and of mind.

Jewish Crime in America. 


An Accusation by a Jewish Judge. 
|From a Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 

Strong indignation has been aroused here in Jewish circles by the 
veech of the Jewish Judge, Nathan Kayton, of the Municipal Court in 
-ashington, which he delivered at the big Orthodox Adath Yeshurun 
vynagogue. He declared that there was mach evidence in America of a 
rime wave among Jews, that the Jews produced a larger percentave of 
riminals than non-Jews, and that during the last ten years American 
ews did not fulfll adequately their duty as Jews and Americans. The 
en ral American press quoted his speech widely, and the Jewish leaders 
vh in Washington and in New York were astounded to read the anti 
ewish accusations of the young Jewish Judge and to learn of the 
ibliety his speech had obtained. 

Mr. Louis Spigler, the President of the Washington Zionist district, 
ind Rabbi Gedaliah Silverstone have published strong protests asainst 

the speech, They declared that the achievements of Jewsin America 
during the last ten years disproved the allegation that Jews failed to do 
their duty.to the country, and that crime among Jews only increased 
proportionately to the ceneral increase in crime. 

Although many Jews regard the speech of the Jewish Judge as a mere 
exploit of a young man who is inexperienced in Jewish affairs and who 
does not deserve any attention, the leaders of the Washington Jewish 
Community have convened a conference to consider the matter. The 
eaders believe that the Jews cannot leave the matter where it stands, 
particularly_in view of the fact that the Jewish Judge had himself 
supplied copie ef his speech to the American newspapers a few hours 
before he delivered@tt, apparently in order to pose before his superiors as 

“two. hundred per cent. American patriot.” The EVENING STAR 
featured his speech with big headiines and gave much prominence to his 
itterances that Jews forgot that they were only a minority in America, 
that it was their duty to observe strictly all laws, that Jewish names 
figured in all criminal court calendars, that Jewish faces filed the 
criminal galleries, that finger prints of Jews were too much in evidence 
in all detective offices and that: Jewish boys and girls were heavily 
involved in revolver fights, drug smuggling and white slave traffic. 
Strong protests against the utterances of the Jewish Judge have been 
nade in many Synagogues, and the American Jewish Cengress has wired 
to him demanding a full statement civing proofs of his anti-Jewish 
cccusations.

One of the 
inost important phases of the Association’s work is its organisation of 
the “Ivriah,” an association of Jewish mothers, numbering 4,00) in 18 
divisions representing every section of the city. These maintain cultural 
sroups for themselves and for their children,

Dreyfus—A Russian Spy. 
The Latest Absurdity of Anti-Semitic Germany. 
Krom our Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 

Professor Bornhak, of the University of Berlin, one of Germany’s 
“leading lights” in interuational law, also a leader of the German anti 
Semites, has just made a most ‘remarkable “discovery” which, he says, 
will startle the whole world. He has discovered the “true motives ” 
behind the Dreyfus affair. Of course, being anu historian of note, his 
word—in his opinion—is sufficient, so that he does not mgke the slightest 
attempt to give reasons for his assertions. He simply publishes “the 
facts,” namely, that Kussia, seriously doubting the homesty of France in 
treaty questions, had bribed Dreyfus to check the French statements as 
to strength of army, ammunition, strategical arrangements and secret 
alliances. Dreyfus committed treason. But when found out, the French 
authorities did not dare let the truth leak out because that would have 
meant the end of the Ruasso-French friendship. -Consequently they 
exchanged Germany for Russia a‘ the trial. This new accusation against 
the victim of French anti-Semitis n would ia itself not be worth while 
recording, but Professor Bornhak is really one of the leading teachers of 
law in Germany and the main exp daent of international law in this 
country. 


The Cares of an Anti-Semite. 
Herr Hugenberg Puts His Other Foot in It.

League Council and the Mandate. 


Wailing Wall Commission Wanted. 


MR. HENDERSON'S DECLARATION. 


At the fifty-eight session of the Council of the League of Nations 
opened at Geneva on Mondsy, matters arising from the reports of the 
Mandates Committee were diseussed. In connection with the situation 
arising from the Wailing Wall incidents in Palestine, the Council decided 
that it would take time to study a declaration which had been circulated 
by Mr. Arthur Henderson among the members of the Council, and resolved 
to return to the subject later in the session. | 

The declaration explained that Great Britain, being convinced of the 
urgency of obtaining a decision on the rights and claims in respect to the 
Wailing Wall, formulated a proposal, which was laid before the Permanent 


appointed under the terms of Article 14 of the Mandate to study only the 
questions associated with the Wailing Wall. The Permanent Mandates 
Commission expressed the view, however, that the proposal was not in 
conformity with Article 14 of the Mandate, as it conferred upon the 
Commission powers which were vested exclusively in the Special Com. 
mission for the Iloly Piacescontemplated by that Article. While the British 
Government did not wish to call into question any of the arguments on 
which the Mandates Commission ha1 based its conclusion, it was impressed 
by the fact thit these obj»ctions [were really of a technical character. lo 
view of the great importance ofan early and final settlement of the «ues- 
tion, it now proposed.as an alternative, to give the Commission, the settiny 
up of which was contemplated by Article 14, the sole purpose of determin- 


ing the rights and claims in respect of the Wailing Wall; and farther : 


proposed that, before its functions were extended to cover any question 
concerning other Holy. Places in’ Palestine, the matter should be 
resubmitted to the Council aud proposals laid before it as to the future 
composition of the Commission. Although the British Government did 
not find the prov.sions of Article 14 clear as to the method of nomination 
of the Commission, it would comply with whatever the Council decided to 
be the correct interpretation. Subject to this, it would submit to the 
Council its ideas on its composition ; it would hope to be able even to submit 
actual nominations for the Council's approval if this idea were accepted. 

As in the Mandates Commission report it was proposed to hold a 
special session in March to deal with this question, Mr. Henderson 
reminded the Council that the Government felt that a satisfactory con- 
clusion could only be reached if that Commission was in fall possession of 
the facts. As he could not gagrantee that the Shaw report would be 
ready by Mafth, he suggested the postponement of the proposed specia) 
sitting of the Mandates Commission until a later date. 


The Nature of the C ommission. 


Mr. Henderson gave the views of the Government on the compo- 
sition and fuaction of the Commission it had asked for in the deciaration. 
He said that, in the present circumstances aud given the strictiy 
limited and localised nature of the issuc, the British Government 
considered that all that wis needed was a small body of independent 
persons. ‘They would propose that not more than three members of 
unquestioned impartiality should b3 app>inted, none of whom shou'd be 
of British nationality. Their function would be finally to decide and 
determine the respective rights and claims of Jews and Moslems at the 
Wailing Wall; and for the proper discharge of that function it might be 
desirable that one or more of the members should be of high juridical 
standing. But he wished to emphasise that his (iovernment 
proposed this special anl limited composition of the Commission exclu- 
sively for tho purpose of this particular matter and did not wish to 
prejudge in any way the questions relating to Holy Placas in Palestine 
which might arise in future. 

Mr. Peocopé, the Finnish Foreiga Minister, and Rapporteur on 
Mandates, submitted a draft reso‘ution embodying the British proposal 
and leaving Great Britain the choic: of the msmbers of the Commission, 
subject to their approval by ths Council. With the exception of the 
Persian delegite, who abstained from voting, the Council declared 
itself in favour of th» British proposal. 

Mr. Henderson re-afficm2t that Great Britain took a most serious 
view of her responsibility in Palestine and wished to carry out her 
trustoesbhip in that country ia a way that would promote the interest of 
all tho peoples conc drael.

TO BE HEARD IN LONDON. 

Mr. V. Jabotinsky, the Revisionist Zionist leader, has arrived in 
Barlin on his way to Lonion, and declared that he had applied to the 
Palestine Inquiry Commission, asking it to hear his evidence, but the 
Commission repliel regretting that it could not do so in Jerusalem, on 
account of its arrangem nts to leave Palestine. At the same time, how- 
ever, the Commission o Ticially invited him to come to London, where it 
proposed to hear his evidence batween 14th and 24th January. Mr, 
Jabotinsky will, therefore, bring to London a store of evidence on the 
colossal Jew sh achievements ia Palestine, proving the Jewish rights to 
establish a Jewish National Home there.

League Council and the Mandate. 


e Wailing Wall Commission Wanted. 


MR. HENDERSON'S DECLARATION. 


At the fifty-eighth session of the Council of the League of Nations 
opened at Geneva on Monday, matters arising from tho reports of the 
Mandates Committee were discussed. In @§nnection with the situation 
arising from the Wailing Wall incidents in Palestine, the Council decided 
that it would take timo to study.a declaration which had been circulated 
by Mr. Arthur Henderson among the members of the Council, and resolved 
to return to the subject later in the session. 

The declaration explained that Great Britain, being convinced of the 
urgency of obtaining a decision on the rights and claims in respect to the 
Wailing Wall, formulated a proposal, which was laid before the Permanent 
Mandates Commission last November, that a Commission should be 
appointed under the terms of Article 14 of the Mandate to study only the 
questions associated with the Waillpg Wall. The Permanent Mandates 
Commission expressed the view, however, that the proposal was not in 
conformity with Article 14 of the Mandate, as it conferred upon the 
Commission powers which were vested exclusively in the Special Com. 
mission for the lloly fTacescontemplated by that Article. While the British 
Government did not wish to call into question any of the arguments on 
which the Mandates Commission hal based its conclusion, it was impressed 
by the fact that these obj»ctions [were really of a technical character. Ino 
view of the great importance ofan early and final settlement of the ques- 
tion, it now proposed.as an alternative, to give the Commission, the setting 
up of which was contemplated by Article 14, the sole purpose of determin. 
ing the rights and claims in respect of the Wailing Wall; and farther 
proposed that, before its fanctions were extended to cover any question 
concerning other Holy Places in Palestine, the matter should be 
resubmitted to the Cuuncil aud proposals laid before it as to the future 
composition of the Commissioa. Although the British Government did 
not find the prov.sions of Article 14 clear as to the method of nomination 
of the Commission, it would comply with whatever the Council decided to 
be the correct interpretation. Subject to this, it would submit to the 
Councilits ideas on itscomposition ; it would hope to be able even to submit 
actual nominations for the Council’ sapproval if this idea were accepted. 

As in the Mandates COmmission report it was proposed to hold a 
special session in March to deal with this question, Mr. Henderson 
reminded the Council that the Government felt that a satisfactory con- 
clusion could only be reached if that Commission was in fall possession of 
the facts. As he could not guarantee that the Shaw report would be 
ready by March, he suggested the postponement of the proposed special 
sitting of the Mandates Commission until a later date. | 


The Nature of the C ommission. 


Mr. Henderson, gave the views of the Government on the compo- 
sition and function of the Commission it had asked for in the deciaration. 
He said that, in the present circumstances and given the strictly 
limited and lociltised nature of the issuc, the British Government 
considered that all that wis needed was a small body of independent 
persons. They would propose that not more than three members of 
unquestioned impartiality should b3 app>inted, none of whom shou'd be 
of British nationality. Thelr function would be finally to decide and 
determine the respective rights and claims of Jews and Moslems at the 
Wailing Wall; and for the proper discharge of that function it might be 
desirable that one or more of the members should be of high juridical 
standing. But he wished to emphasise that his Majesty’s (iovernment 
proposed this special an 1 limited composition of the Commission excliu- 
sively for the purpose of this particular matter and did not wish to 
prejudge in any way the questions relating to Holy Piacas in Palestine 
which might arise in future. 

Mr. Peocope, the Fianish Foreiga Minister, and Rapporteur on 
Mandates, submitted a draft reso‘ution embodying the British proposal 
and leaving Great Britain the choic: of the members of the Commission, 
subject to their approval by ths Council. With the exception of the 
Persian delegite, who abstained from voting, the Council declared 
itself in favour of th» British propoial. 

Mr. Henderson re-affirm2t that Great Britain took a most serious 
view of her responsibility in Palestine and wished to carry ont her 
trusteesbip in that country ina way that would promote the interest of 
all tho peoples coacsrael. 


Mr. Jabotinsky’s Evidence. 


“TO BE HEARD IN LONDON. 

Mr. V. Jabotinsky, the Revisionist Zionist leader, has arrived in 
Berlin on his way to Lonion, and declared thit he had applied to the 
Palestine Ioqairy Commission, asking it to hear his evidence, but the 
Commission repliel regretting that it could not do so io Jerusalem , on 
account of its arrangem »nts to leave Palestine. At the same time, how- 
ever, the Commission o licially invited him to come to London, where it 
proposed to hear his evidence batween I4th and 24th January. Mr. 
Jab>tinsky will, therefore, bring to London a store of evidence on the 
c»lossal Jew sh achievements ia Palestine, proving the Jewish rights to 
establish a Jewish National Home there. 


The Arab Delegation to London. © 
A SPLIT IN THE ARAB CAMP. 

The Arab Executive has finally decided on the constitution of the 
delegation for England. There was keen competition for membership of 
the delegation; the Grand Mufti made it clear that whether he was 
e lected or not he would proceed on a mission to London. He waselected 
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however, as Chairman of the delegation and the other delegates were the 
Mayor of Jerusalem, Ragheb Bey Nashashibi (who owes his election as 
Mayor to the Jewish votes on the Jerusalem Manicipality, the Arab 


Executive having then objected to this choice), Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, - 


Alfred Roch and Jemal Husseini. Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, who acted as 
janior Counsel at the Palestine laquiry Commission, and who is one of 
the Sccretaries of the Arab Executive, was appointed Secretary to the 
delegation. Mr. Alfred Roch is a planter from Jaffa, a Christian Arab, 
who gave evidence for the Arabs at the Inquiry Commission. Mr. Jemal 
Husseini, who is already in London, is also one of the Secretaries of the 
Arab Executive. 

Amohg the defeated candidates were the Chairman of the Arab 
Executive, Mouza Kezim Pasha, and the Christian Secretary of the Arab 
Executive, Mr. Moghanem, who bave since resigned from the Arab 
Exeentive because they took their defeat to be a vote of no confidence. 

The Mayor of Jerusalem, and Auni Bey Abdul Hadi later declined to 
accept their election, because it was alleged that unfair methods were 
used at the electing meeting to secure the choice of the Grand Mafti as 
the head of the delegation. Yakab Faraji, the Christian, Vice-President 
of the Executive and Vice-Mayor of Jerusalem, has also resigned. 

The Arab workers and peasants are said to be dissatisfied with this 
delegation on the grounds that it is composed exclusively of members of 
the Grand Mafti’s fami'y, and represents the wealthy section of the Arab

whe: The Policy to be Adopted. 

The question of whether the delegation should adopt only an anti- 
Zionist attitude, or whether it should also raise the problem of the entire 
British Mandate is leading to acute differences in the Arabcamp. The 
Arab “organ, AL SAARAT AL MousTakim, reveals that the majority of 
the Arab Executive is opposed to the extremists of the Grand Muafti’s 
circle, believing that for the present at any rate the Arabs should adopt 
only an anti-Zionist attitude and not oppose a British Mandate without the 
Balfour Declaration. The extremists, who demand the withdrawal of 
the British from Palestine, are supported by Commanist agitators.

_ LECTURE BY MR. HARRY SNELL. 


“A CENTRE OF -RACIAL AND RELIGIOUS CONFLICT.” 

Mr. Harry Snell, M.P., 
mission of Inquiry, addressed a meeting of the South London Ethical 
Society, at the Oliver Goldsmith School, Peckham Road, 5.E., on Sunday 
evening, on the subject of “ The Faiths and Factions of the Holy Land.” 

To be in the Holy Land, said Mr. SNELL, for two or three months 
under exceptional conditions represented a very real, spiritual and mental 
experience. But it was not to gather spiritual impressions that he had 
gone there. The reason for his going was more or less known to them, 
but the result of his going could not be known to them. He would, there- 
f re, hive to excuse himself from talkiag about the things which took him 
there specifically, and concentrate more or less upon the title of his lectare, 
lf they were to g9 to Palestine, he said, they would suddenly find them. 
selves ina commeanity that was astonishingly familar to them even though 
they had never been there before. Those of them who had been trained on 
religious lines as children and knew anything about the Bible would find 
themselves at every turn associated with the things of their youth; 
what they had been taught by their parents, what they had learnt at the 
Synagogue or the Sunday School. With a little imagination they could 
throw themselves back through the centuries and they could, for example, 
picture Abraham's chief servant when he brought bis camals to the well. 
The first thing, therefore, to be remembored in connection with the Holy 
Land, was that practically nothing had changed siuce the days of Christ 
and the Apostles. 

Geographically, said Mr. Snell, Palestine was immensely important. 
It was the meeting place of three great Continents and was niore 
or less in the position of Belgium in Europes. Palestine had always 
been and perhaps might bo destined to be, the cockpit of disputes 
in the modern world, so it was of im nense political significance: but in 
addition to this, it was the home of the Hebrew religion, the birthplace 
of Coristianity, and one of the great sacred p'aces of the Moslem Faith. 
rom time immemorial it had b2en a place of slaughter and of conflict. 

Mr. Snell described some of the places wh'ch he had visited and said 
that everywhere he and the other members of the Commission had been 
treated with the utmost courtesy by the representatives of every religious 
sect. Palestine, he said, had become a derelict land under the influence 
of one civilization or another, but since Britain had assumed the Mandate 
their greatest triumph had been in relation to sanitary improvement. 
The death rate had been redaced enormously and whole tracts of country 
which had been infested were now free from malarial infection. Pales- 
tine was a place of stones. Thia-was accounted for. by the. fact that God 
sent the Angel Gabriel on a great mission to the earth to distribute the 


stones equally for building purposes throughout civilisation, did as he

The Heroism of the Yishub. 


A CALL TO THE JEWS OF THE WORLD. 


Dr. B. MossENSOHN (Headmaster of the Hebrew Gymnasium Herziia, 
Tel-Aviv) addressed a public meeting at Jews’ College on Thursday 
evening of last week, under the auspices of the Eagiish Zionist Federa. 
tion. The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Chairman of the Executive Council of 
the English Zionist Federation, presided. 

Mr. GoLDBLOom, who spoke in Hebrew, accorded Dr. Mossensohn a 
welcome in the name of the Eaglish Zionist Federation and all those 
present, and expressed the hop? that his journey to South#Africa for the 
Keren Hayesod would be crowned with success. 

Mr. KAPLANSKY, a member of the Executive, speaking ia Yiddish, 
said he bad been asked by the Executive of the Jewish Agency and of the 
Zionist Organisation to welcome their distinguished guest and to wish 
him every success in the work which he had undertaken. 

Dr. MOSSENSOHN, who addressed the audience in Yiddish, spoke of 
the spirit of optimism which pervaded the Yishub after the last crisis 
bad been successfully surmounted, and said that the Arab attacks last 
August came like a bolt from the biue. It was a glorious fact that no Jew 
in Palestine, wherever he was, would budge an inch from his position. A 
great deal had appeared ia the non-Jewish Press about the Arabs not being 
anti-Jewish but rather anti-Zionist. He believed a few of the Arab 
leaders had themselves said so in the English newspapers. “Tha; 
is not true.” he declared, “and it is a significant fact that not one 
new colony has been touched. They did not attack the new Fishud, 
but the old Jews living in Safed and Hebron. Those they killed 
were Jews with whom they said they lived on amicable terms. 
Referring to the Commission of Inquiry, he said that any conjecture 
as to the result ofits deliberations did notinterest him. What he wascon- 
cerned about more than anything else was the procedure. For they had 
to witness the humiliating soectacle of ‘the Jews, the aggcieved party, 
defending themselves before that tribunal against certain stupi lega.- 
tions such as those concerning the Protocols, and those to the effect 
that they instigated pogroms in order that they might collect money! 
(Cries of “Shame.”) Ofthe Arabs themselves he did not speak with 
any feeling of revenge despite all that had happened. The Yishud 
stood for Peace. But they also stood determinedly together 1eady 
to fight for their honour. The Arabs must understand once and for all 
that the Jews had a right to Palestine. The lecturer said he bad heard - 
people say ‘we will wait for the result of the Commission and then we 
will see what we can do.” If such an attitude were generally adopted, 
all the precions principles for which they stood would be lost and their 
work for Zionism would have been in vain. The only answer to the Arab 
attack last August was a greater Jewish immigration. (Applaus-.) 

Others who spoke were Dr. I. Olswanger and Mr. Halevi, B.Sc., after 
which a discussion was held. 


Suppressing Child-Marriage. 


CHIEF RABBI MEIR’S ACTION. 


Chief Rabbi Jacob Meir, of Palestine, has succeeded in cancelling the 
betrothal of a thirteen years’ old Jewish girl to an old man. 

This action is a definite move in the direction of suppressing chiid- 
marriage which still persists to some extent in Eastera countries and has 
always been strongly opposed by Jews.

“ Briton, Arab and Jew.” 
BEN URI SOCIETY LECTURE. 


Under the ausp-ces of the Ben Uri Jewish Art Society, a meeting was 
held at the Whitechapel Art Gallery on Sunday evening, at which Prof. 
Dr, SELIG BRODETSKY delivered an address on “ Briton, Arab and Jew.” 

Mr. A. WOLMARK, who presided, paid a tribute to the Ben Uri 
Society for the good work it had performed since its inception fifteen years 
ago in the realm of Art. 

Dr. BRODETSKY said that the problem of Briton, Arab and Jew was 
one which by the very title suggested a challenge. The time had arrived 
when Palestine was to, become the central issue in Jewish life, no matter 
to what party the Jew belonged. There were three main factors—the 
Jewish people, the Arabs, and the existence of the British in Palestine. 
T' ere was a certain section of the Jewish people who could think of 
nothing but the making of concessions to the Arab: in order to obtain 
peace. They were obsessed with those problems of the Arabs, and pre- 
ferred Palestine to become a spiritual centre for the Jews. But, said Dr. 
Brodetsky, the Jews in the large majority did not want Palestine to be a 
spiritual centre; they were going there to establish a Jewish nation, to 
live a Jewish national life. The only cffective answer which the Arabs 
would understand would be the sight of shiploads of Chalutzim going into 
Palestine. The Arab problem would not be solved in a day, and any

attempt at conciliation would not be successful. The most important 
factor in the development of Palestine was the Jewish people, and their 
policy must be one of absolute determination to carry through to a 
successful issue the establishment of a Jewish National Home in Pales- 
tine. Money and men were required, and there should be Chalutzim from 
England as there had been in such large numbers from other countries.

SiR, —De, Sourasky in his highly interesting article on London Jewry - 


in your esteemed Journal (SUPPLEMENT, December 1929), brings to light 
_ Certain factors which to my mind give food for serious reflection. It 

appears that the Jewish Community in London is numerically, rapidly 
declining, and that the number of deaths exc3ed3 that of births, a state 
of affairs witwessed in degenerating communities, While a quarter of a 
century ago, according to Dr. Sourasky, these were over 2,090 Jewish 
deaths and over 6,00) births, now we still register the same number of 
deaths, but only 1,599 births. This rapid decline in births augurs most 
unpleasant sequa’e worthy of the attention of our leaders. 

Itis rather diffisult to understand De. Sourasky’s reasoning thata 
quarter of a century ago, the infantile :mortality rate for the Jewish 
population in Londoa was higher than that of Englanl and Wales, while 
the reverse holds good now. 

De. Sourasky does uot alvance any data to support his assumption. 
The Jewish communities in Eastern Europs, though they live uader very 
bad economic conditions are notorious for their low infantile mortality 
rate. Why should the poor Jewish immigrants in London, be an exception 
to the rule ? 
she how cin De. Sourasky explain the fact that though 
- infantile mortality rate has been greatly reduced, yet the number of 
eaths is the same as it was thirty years ago?

A macting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Monday 
ovening, at 6), London Wall, E.C. The Chairman, Mr. 8. JAPHET, 
presided. 

Mr. JAPHET extended a welcome to Mr. Laurie Magous, who was 
elected to fill the vacancy on the Council owing tothe departure of Mr. 
Ilerbert Bentwich for Palestine. 

Oa the motion of the Chairmin, the meeting agroed to send a letter 
of condolence to Mr. A. Kahn upon the death of his son. 


The following letter was read by the Secretary, Mr. Stephany, from 


Sir Gregory Foster, the Provost of University College, in reply to the one 
sent to him on the occasion of his impending retirement from that pasitionu 
and thanking him for what he had done for Jews’ College stadents. 


Allow me to acknowledge, with very many thanks, your gracious letter of 
‘Thy December. Lt is a great pleasure to me to know that University College 


and J ws’ College have been able to work together in friendly co-operation. 
All those who eare for the history and traditions of University College recognise 
the large part that the great Jewish community of England had in its founda- 
tion aud in promoting its prosperity. Baron de Goldsmid was one of our 
founders: hia son, Sir Julian Goldsmid was the Treasurer and a most generous 
benefactor.’ The Jews’ Commemoration Scholarship was a symbol of apprecia- 
tion of the fact that at University College, for the first time, the doors were 
op -nod wide and the way made easy for members of your community to obtain 
a University education. I trust that the happy relations that have existed 
between the two Colleges will continue and I have no doubt whatever that my 
auecessor, Professor Allen Mauer, will see to it that the connection, of which we 
are proud will continue. Oar desire has always been to do the very utmost for 
youe men and I trust that in futare the College will be able to do not less but 


more, 


Mr. Japan?’ reported upon the progress of the work in connection 
with the Hostel, which it was hoped to have ready by the summer. 
Ile also gave a report of the progress made towards finding a site for the 
new building for the College. They had been approached, he said, by 
var.ous bodies in the Community as to whether they could not arrange 
to include ia the new building a communal halland centre. He was very 
much in favour of thi: because Jews’ College would, in a way, beina 
position to make a retura to the Community for all the good which they 
had received in the course of many years. But difficulties arose when

Their scheme was to build a college proper where 
there would be an up-to-date gymnasium, a library, reading and work- 
ing rooms. Ona the first floor they would have a spacious hall which 
would be at the disposal of the Community. On the second floor there 
would be classrooms. ‘On the third floor there would bo a canteen, a 
commédn room and several rooms fitted as club or social rooms. They 
had two sites in view and he hoped that within the next few weeks a 
ceision would be arrived at. |

“A Ridiculous Communication.” 
From Rabbi Sir HERMANN GOLLANCZ, M.A., D.Litt. 
To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I wonder if any hand-book exists on the “ Ethics of Journalism” ; 
if so it ought-to be widely read, especially by those of the profession itself. 
lor Lhave always held that the Press is undoubtedly an agent for good 
or evil; it can lead the public into the right way of thinking on a subject, 
or it can easily mislead its readers. 

The following consideration occurred to me recently. What pro- 
tection hasa public man against the criticism of a newspaper, which may 
be right or wrong, fair or —. or for the matter of that against a 
newspaper whose criticism may be justified or not? None. For the 
impression once created by a one-sided view of a man’s doings cannot 
be easily eradicated, even though a discleimer or counter-criticism 
appear in a subsequent issue of that paper. 

Having thus written in general terms, I will now deal with a 
particular case-—-a personal one. Take the leading article contatned in 


._ the issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of January 3rd, entitled “A 


Ridiculous Commtnication.” I fain would have liked to be silent on this 
occasion ; I have neither the time nor the inclination to enter into polemics, 
whether it bs in your journal or any other; for any services thatI am

Housing Scheme: Minister's Order. the King’s Bench Divisional 
Court. on Tuesday, before Mr. Justice Swift, Mr. Justice Talbot and Lord 
tiowart, a considered judgment was given in a case which raised the 
svestion whether an order of the Minister of Health confirming an 
improvement scheme had statutory effect and could not be interfered 
with by the Court. Arguments were heard by the Court on November 5th 
en a rule nisi for writ of certiorari obtained by Mr. ABRAHAM YAFFE, of 
Liverpool, a property owner affected by the scheme, calling on the 
Minister and the Liverpool Corporation to show cause why the Minister's 
order confirming the Queen Anne Street improvement scheme should not 
be quashed. The Attorney-General, who submitted that the Minister's 
order was valid, said that under the scheme prepared by the Liverpool 
Corporation, houses. for the working-classes were to be crected. 
Mr. Yaffa objected on the ground that his property, which would be 
demolished, was not putin the proper category for compensation. Mr. 
Jastice Swift, who dissented from the judgment of the other two judges, 
said that he was of the opinion that the Minister did not make an order, 
and was never in a position to make an order. He thought that the rule 
should be made absolute and the Minister's order quashed. Lord Hewart 
eaid that he had come to the conclusion that the rule should be 
discharged. Mr. Justice Talbot agreed with Lord Hewart, and by a 
majority the Coart discharged the rule, with costs. 


Bankrupicy. —The first meeting of creditors was held at Bankruptcy 
Buildings on Monday of MARK LEAVEY, fur aud skin merchant, of 65, 
Barbican, E.C., who resided at James Avenue, Willesden Green, against 
whom a receiving order was made on the Ist inst. Debtor estimated his 
present liabilities at £2,300 and scheduled assets to the value of £292. 
During the last two years bis losses by bad debts amounted to about 
£700; and the expenses of his wife’s illness during the same period were 
between £400 and £500. The estate was left in the hands of the Official 
Keceiver, 

LsSIDORE SILBERNIK, described in the receiving order as Isidore 
5 lver, lately carrying on business at 25, Aldgate, E 1, applied for bis 
discharge from bankruptey on Tuesday, io the London Bankruptcy Court 
before Mr. Registrar Mellor. The applicant failed in June, 1921, with 
liabilities estimated at £9 927, and a dividend of 31. ia the £ was paid by 
the ex-trustee on claims hdmitted for £6,573. The assets realised £235. 
The Official Receiver reported that in a period of seven months trading 
the bankrupt had incurred liabilities to unsecured creditors amouatiog to 
19,927, substantially the whole of which represented goods supplied to 
him for trade purposes. Inthe opinion of the Official Receiver it was a 
case of reckless trading. He opposed the application on various statutory 
grounds, including the fact that the bankrupt had failed to account satis- 
factori’y for loss of assets, and that he had contributed to his bankruptcy 
by ubjustifiable extravagance in living. His Ilonour suspended the 
discharge for three years. 


Bail Forfeiture.—Last week, at Brighton Quarter Sessions; MAURICE 
BERMAN appealed against a sentence of imprisonment he was serving, in 
connection with the forfeiture of his bail of £25 at the previous Sessions, 
when he became surety fora man named Patrick Wilson, who was c n- 
victed for assault on the police. Wilson gave notice of appeal, but did 
not appear to prosecute his appeal, and therefore Berman's bail was 
declared forfeited. Through family difficulties Berman was unable to 
raise the money, and he had been up to the present time forty-one days

Both 
men denied being in Liverpool at the time of the alleged offences. After 
the accused had been Wind guilty, Inspector Thomson said that Epstein 
had a bad record. In 1916 underan expulsion order, he was put on board 
ship for Russia, He then protested that he was a British subject. In 
1926 he and his family returned to this country. In_1915 Pollack was 
bound over for obtaining £40 by passing off brass filings as gold dust.

Brothers’ Appeal Upheid.-_On Friday, at the ‘London Sessions, 
s/ENJAMIN and MARK BRILLIANT, two brothers, sentenced respectively to 
threo months’ and one month's hard labour at. Old Street Policu Court 
for inflicting grievous bodily harm on Mark Berliner, a fellow stall-holder 
in Roman Road, Bow, were successful in their appeal against the 
convictions and sentences. 


Woman's Leap from Cinema Roof.—-An inquest was held in Man. 
chester, on ELEANOR KAareLoviTcH, 25, known as Nellie Kay, a bank 
clerk, who had lived in Prince of Wales’ Road, Swansea, and who died in 
the Manchester Jewish Hospital from injuries she received in jumping 
from the roof of the Heaton Park Picture House, Manchester. Miss 
Hillidge, a cashier at the cinema, said that on New Year’s Day, Miss 
Kapelovitch went to the booking office, described herself as an inspector, 
and expressed a desire to view the building. Sh» went upstairs before 
there was time to sead for anyone, and although the manager and the 
caretaker tried to flad her they failed. Ernest Birch said he saw-a woman 
on the roof of the picture house. She ran along the coping stone and 
sprang to the pavement some 50/t to GOft. below. It was stated that Miss 
Kapelovitch had suffered from sleepy sickness for the last five years. A 
verdict of “Suicide while Temporarily Insane” was returned. 


An open verdict was recorded at an inquest held on Levi DAVis (87), 
who was killed by a fall from a window at the Home for Aged Jews, 
Nightingale Lane. It was stated that Davis dragged a heavy chair about 
fifteen feet in order to climb on to the window sill. He had no worries, 
and had never threatened to take his life. The Coroner said that.cor!ajn 
aspects of the case pointed very mush to suicide, and it was known that 
old people often did commit suicide for no apparent reason. It was 
possible that the man had a sudden idea of opening the window and 
getting some fresh air. He would give the case the benefit of the doubt. 
There was no reflection on the Home. The Coroner recorded a verdict 
that death was due to the fall, but that there was not suMcient evidence 
to show bow it occurred.

Rubber Factors. 


Continued expansion of stocks is a depressing influence in the raw 
rubber market. United Kingdom stocks have now reached a total of 
78,630 tons, and the worst of the statistical position has yet to be 
seen. The price of the commodity has been down to 74. per ib. 
sellers, but on some “bear” covering has rallied to 73-164. per Ib. 
Eastern selling has been a disturbing factor, as at the end of December 
dealers stocks recorded an increase of over 4,300 tons. Shipments of 
rubber from Malaya are heavy, and January figures do not seem likely 
to show any contraction. A decline ia American consumption to 23,531 
tons for December, going against a peak level of 49,233 tons in May 
last, makes the future outlook very uncertain. While consumption has 
fallen off, larger exports of rubber direct from the East have been going 
to the United States, and the stock position there, taking the amount on 
hand and afloat, making a total of 167,527 tons, is the highest for 1929, the 
previous largest figure being 163,066 tons, at the end of April last. 
Reports from America do not indicate a quick revival of consumption as 
they are to the effect that a big decrease has tatfen place in the demand 
for first equipment tyres owing to diminished purchases of new cars, 
although some spseding-up in the production of tyres for replacement 
may take place. There is the hope that the wintering season on rubber 
estates after the next two months may mean smaller supplies coming 
forward.

HIGHLY SATISFACTORY RESULTS. 


The eighth annual general meeting of Michael Nairn and Greenwich, Lt, 
was treld on Wednes ‘ay lastat Winchester House, E.C., 

Sir Michael Nairn, Bt. (the Chairman) said that he regretted to siy that 
sinee the issue of their report oue of their Directors, Mr. John T. Tulloch, had 
resigned from the Board. The new Companies Act had laid down certain 
regulitions regarding auditors, and Mr. Tulloch had considered it the proper 
c#urse to resign, in view of tife fact that he was a co-partner wrth their auditor, 
Mr. Andrew, iu the firm of Messrs. Moores, Carson and Watson, Glasgow. Mr. 
Talloch had given invaluable service to the Company and the Board sincerely 
regretted that the provisions of the new Companies Act seemed to render advis- 
able the course he had decided to adopt. They still hoped that it would be 
possible to obtaia the benefit of his advice in a consultative capacity, 


DIVIDEND MAINTAINED. 


From the industrial point of view the year 1929 had been a difficult one, but 
in their own case the results in the aggregate had proved highly satisfactory, 
and the profits earned fully justified the payment of the same rate of dividend 
as last vear. The balance-sheet called for no se comment. Theamount of 
dividends paid to the holding Company showed a slight increase, and after the 
payment of a final dividend of 7) per cent., making 12} per cent,, less tax, for the 
year. the amouit left to be circied forward was £56,037, as compared with 
£44,729 last year. That result had been achieved in spite of the fact that during 
the whole of the period under review their associated Companies had sold their 
prolucts at a lower price than thoge ruling in 1928, 


PROSPERITY IN THE LINOLEUM INDUSTRY. 


The linoleum industry had been very prosperous during the iast few years, 
but he thought it only right to say that they had been assisted, at least so far as 
their own country was concerned, to a great extent by the very large building 
schemes which had been in operation.
